like a grain of mustard t 
which, when it is sown in the 
earth, is less than all tbo seeds 
that be in the earth : sa But 
when it is sown, it gvoweth up, 
and bcconietb greater than all 
berhs, and sbooteth out great 
branches ; so that tbe fowls of 
the air may lodge under tbe 
shadow of it. a»And with 
many such parables spake he 
the word unto them, as they 
were able to hear it. a* But 
without a parable spake he not 
unto them : and when they 
wero alone, be expounded all 
things to his disciples, as And 
the same day, when tbe .even 
was come, he saith unto them, 
Let us pass over unto tbe other 
side. *■ And when they had 
sent away the multitude, tbey 
took him even as be was in the 
ship. And there were also with 
him other little ships. w And 
there arose a great storm of 
wind, and tbe waves beat into 
tbe ship, so that it was now full.
